Charlea Bartholomew Committed Suicide 


Inst Night at IJis Wife's Rooms ID

Charles Bartholomew, a barber, aged 


83 yours, committed suioldo last night 
about 10 o'clock at the rooms of his wife 
in tl e Syndicate blook. He took two 
ouncos of carbolic aold. 


Tbe man was somewhat intoxicated. 


He had been out of work and had boon 
separated fiom his wife and was despond- 
ent. He had been out of the city hunting 
work, but had* not succeeded in finding 
any. 
He oame to blsjwlfe's rooms about 


9 30 o'clock in an intoxicated condition. 
Mrs. Bartholomew called to Alonza Ack- 
orman, who lives on the next floor above 
and tbe two worked with Bartholomew. 
It was discovered that there was an odor 
of carbolic acid on his bieatb and Dr. J. 
T. Miller was called. 
The physician 


found that Bartholomew was poisoned 
with tbo drng and tbe empty two ounco 
bottle was found. Everything was done 
to snvo tbe man's life, but he could not 
recover. Besides bis wife he leaves a son, 
six yea's old, and a mother In Brie, Kan 


Bartholomew bad been a steady Indus- 


trious barber, but he had gotten out of 
work and took to drinking. Ho recently 
had a position but drank to such an ex- 
tent tbat he lost it. He bad tbreatenod, 
In a conversation with his wife, tbat be 
would take bis own life. 


The coroner took charge ot the body 


and had it taken to the Bnllard undertak- 
ing rooms, wbere this morning at 10 
o'clock an inquest was held by Deputy 
Coroner Hoy Bendure. Dr. J. T. Miller 
testified tbat It was his belief that the 
man died from an overdose of carbolic 
acid. A, A. Ackerman and D. F.Quslin, 
who saw tho man before he died, also tes- 
tified to tbo facts related above. Evidence 
was also given by Mrs. Bartholomew. 
Ibe jury returned a verdict tbat tbe man 
had come to his death by carbolic aold 
poisoning, taken with suicidal Intent. 
The jury was composed of Dr. H. D. 
Hell, foreman, Dr. Will Chenowetb, J. 
S. Hawes, Joseph Perry, D. C. Shaw and 
Israel Florey.

I'nnn and Intermediate points, arrived in 
Decntur ami wont Into camp on the hill 
near tho water works, this side of tbo 
Siangnmon river 
Tho authorities hnd 


hnd what tnoy deemed rollnblo Informa- 
tion from tho P-\nn and Assumption offi- 
cers tbnt the mini rs at tho«o points would 
not march on Deoatur, and consequently 
nomi wore oxpeotod. Hut they oauin just 
tho same, nfter holding a meeting yestor 
day nt Pana. On learning that the In- 
vndors wero on tbe ground tbo shcttll sect 
a body.of armed deputy sheriffs to the 
oamp of tho Panaltee, and ordered them 
to get en tho other sldn of tho river and 
stay there. Tbo men tbat wero left In 
tbo camp obeyed orders promptly. It In 
believed tbnt about 30 members of tbe 
party hnd loft the camp and bad come In 
to tbo olty In small parties. Deputies 
wyi endeavor to keep the balance of the 
Pana party over the river. 


AT THE DECATUR MINES. 


Over Four Hundred of the Men Rfinmed 


Work Thi* Alornliig—A Few Were 


Seen by StrlJn r». 


Business was resumed nt the two shafti 


ot the Decatur Coal company this morn 
log, tome of tbe miners going down as 
early as 4 o'clock, which Is quite onusual 
On their wny to tbe mine, enrly as n 
was, some of tho men were stopped by 
strikers, who had managed to get into the 
city. 
Tl.ey were asked to quit work and 


some wore threatened, an it is stated, but 
tbo men wltb their buckets went on their 
wny to their work, determined to remain 
at work as long as they oould do so with 
safety.- There are over 400 miners In the 
mines today. All along the miners have 
said that they wouM not quit work until 
foroud to do so. Circumstances will do 
tormlne what course they will pursue 
after today. 


Nlglit lu Ilecatur. 


ID certain portions of tbe city last night 


ovorytblng was quiet; but over nt the 
court bouse In tbe corridors niid In tbo 
ofDcos there wero busy and stirring snenea, 


nf the deputy sheriffs aworn iu for 


duty wore massed in tbe corridors, each 
provided with n bndge of authority and 
those who did not have weapons were 
bustling to got n shooter, so that lie could 
bnve it bandy ID case of need. Roll call 
every hour dulrng tho night kept tbe men 
awake and in close proximity to tbe court 
ID use. 
The man who did DO respond to 


his nnmo at roll call was given to under- 
stand thnt ho would receive no pay for 
that day, 
After roll call some nf the dep- 


uties would tako a walk and oomo back 
on time. 
Many remained In the building 


all night, speculating on what tno mor- 
row would bring forth, carnage or peace. 


Much interest centered i(n tho result of 


tho visit of tbe sheriff and the mayor, 
vbn hod driven to Nlnntlo during the nf- 
tornoon, 
There wns no newa from Nlon- 


Ic until nftor 9 o'clock,and then tbosher- 
fl returned tn report that he bad served 
notice on tbe strikers that they would not 
bo permitted to enter Decatur, and tbnt 
be Springfield strikers had not arrived 
nt tbe village whon hn left. 
Ho bad his

views about tbe 
fniHire of the 


Springfield men to reach Nlantio. Sbor- 
£f Nicholson believed that It was tbe plan 
if tho strikers to stay at Nlantio until uf- 
ier ir.ldnlght and then marob lu a body 
in Dooatnr, entering tbe ojty at on early 
lour this morning. Holding tu that view 
bo sheriff scut men out toward N Inn tic 
and to the village Itself to keep him post 
id should tbe mnrobprs break oarnp In 
ibe nlgbt and start for tbe oily. Tbo 
ulnors did not make tho move expected, 
but tho preparations that wore made for 
heir reception bad they started in tbe 
light woro snlllccDt to keep all tbe regn- 
nr olDcors nnd tho deputies in a lively 
tato of ejpeottuioy nnd anxiety.

Some 
sympathised wltb the strikers, claiming

The Vfglt of thn Sheriff and Mayor— 


Mlnera Quit \Vork-Ou t« Oecntnr. 
Tho aftpruoon jeatorday at Xlantlo 


passed without any particular excitement. 
Tho visiting miners prepared dinner and 
utter that menl had been dispensed wltb, 
tho yonugor portion of. tho crowd Indulg- 
ed In a wonderful game of base ball The 
special officers who bad been sworn In by 
tho president of tho town board went on 
duty but found nothing to engage their 
attention 
Many people advocated tbe 


closing of tbo saloons, but this was not 
done, 
Tbe marchers bad received their 


orders and obeyed them. The barkeepers 
had little to do, and the business of tbe 
afternoon, niid evening was not large. 


Sheriff Nicholson, Mayor Taylor and 


Dopnty Sheriff Holmes came Into town 
about S o'clock In tbe afternoon. 
After 


n conference witb the local mino official- 
the sheriff sought a conference witb the 
miners'committee. Ho gave tbe men to 
understand that they could not enter Da 
cntur on mnsio but that their progress 
along thekhlghways oould not be disputed 
so long as they conducted themselves lr 
an orderly manner. Tbe sheriff's ultima- 
tum was not well received nnd some of 
tbo osoitablc spirits woro In favor of de 
tying the order. 


A meeting of tbe local miners was held 


In tbo mine just before the whistle blew 
for quitting. A 'committee composed of 
six men was appointed to vftJt the camp 
and confer wltb the visitors. 
Tbe result 


of tbo conference was n mass meeting 
from which all outsiders were excluded, 


wss called for 8 o'clock. When tbe time 
arrived a majority of the N Inn tic miners 
made tbolr appearance and listened to 
number of reasons why,they should quit 
work. 
After tbe speeches bad been con 


eluded tbo Ninnllo people withdraw and 
bold a litcle meeting of their own. 
Re- 


porters were not allowed on tbe grounds, 
neither could tbe vote or number of local 
workmen present be ascertained, bat by a 
large majority vote the men decided to 
quit work at noon today. 
This was a 


surprise to the management, who bad 
understood thai their men would not 
oome out before Saturday If at all. 


The decision was greeted with hearty 


cheers and tbe meeting dispersed to wel- 
come the belated Springfield miners, wbo 
were then approaching tbe town to tbo 
muslo of a martial band, whose strains 
oould be fdlntly beard in tbe distance. 
The reinforcements presently made Its ap- 
pearance marching In columns of twos, 
tbe advance led by a stalwart miner bear 
ing a large American flag. The men 
were footsore and weary after their long 
march, but put the best foot foremost 
while passing through the main street of 
the village, 
There was no cheering from 


be crowds on tbo sidewalks or from tbo 
marchers. Their 
main object in llfo 


seemed to be seeking rest and plenty of 
t 
Tbe men moved to tbe grounds as- 


signed them and settled down for a night 
n tbe open air. 


It was understood lost night that some 


time during tbe forenoon tomorrow camp 
will be broken and tba Industrial army 
will move on Decatur. 
Many of tho men 


lnlmod that Governor Tanner had sano- 
loned the march nnd tbnt as he outrank- 
d the sheriff they oould pniadc tho streets 
n defiance of tbo official 
injunction. 


Others gathered in groups and discussed 
he propriety of sending a message to tbe 
governor informing him of the stand tak- 
m by tbe Msoon county officials. 
Tbe 


iplnion was generally expressed that his 
'xoellouoy 
would 
promptly veto Mr. 


Nicholson and tbe army would parade the 
treets with drums beating and Dags 
dying. 


The leader of the Lincoln contingent 


wishes it understood that be and his oom- 
ndes will remain at Deoatur until their 
bjeot has been boon accomplished. They 
nave provisions and money enough for a 
wo weeks' solge and if that is not sutTl- 
lent a draft on the "folks at borne" will 
ie quickly honored. 


At tblu hour (11 p m ) the town has 


esurned It's wonted quiet, and the stran- 
:er would hardly believe that from three 
o foui hundred coal minors are encamped 
within tbe village limits, wltbin a shine's 
brow of the business poitlcn. 


To-D»y's Proceeding. 


Tho campers were astir early this raorn- 


ng. Few of tbe n,en were obliged to 
leep In the open air. 
Tbe oltlzens of Ni- 


ntio provided sleeping accommodations 
or the larger number, even jf the pppobes 


werfl not more luxurious than tbe soft 
side of hay mows... Tbe strict discipline 
maintained by tbo leaders was enforced. 
One of the pilgrims who oould not re- 
strain bis appetite for "strong water" 
was informed that he must put a curb on 
himself or leave the camp, 
Gifts of np- 


plos, hot coffee, etc., were sent to the 
onuip by Nlantio people and many of the 
older meu were entertained at private res- 
idences. 


The Niantlo miners went to work this 


morning as usual 
It was understood 


that each man should load three coal oars, 
put bis room In order and then quit 
work, It Is also understood that thoy 
will not return, provided Decatur goes 
out 
If the march on this place proves a 


failure tho Niantio men will resume oper- 
ations 


The commissary dop .rtment this morn- 


Ing scorned well stocked w'th provisions, 
consisting of bnoon, bread nnd coffee, and 
tbu men prepared their food'over little 
flros In true army stylo. 
A meeting of 


;bu marching force was called at 7.80 this 
morning by J. A, Conroy, leader of thg 
ftlverton and Spauldlng detachment. He 
Informed the men that oortaln clroum 
stances badmadu it necessary for tbo lead- 
er to use strategy In getting Into Decatur 
and, therefore, be oould not state the plan 
of campaign to tbo men for discussion, as 
bad been tbe custom, 
He exhotted tbo 


men to remember that while they wore 
workmen that they were also gentlemen 
and American citizens and to do nothing 
to mar good feeling nor infringe on tho 
laws and obey orders without question 
This wns agreed to 
Rev. Mr. Nell lr- 


[ormed thp men tbnt John Gogerty, of 
Deoatur, a man true and tried, was In 
camp nnd bad assured them that every- 
thing was ripa !or the visit to Dcnatur 
and they would moot with a noblo recep- 
tion. 
Tbo men wero lequested to care- 


fully look through the ranks for strangers 
and allow no one to march who could not 
be vouched lor as a coal miner in good 
and regular 
standing, and to carefully 


guard tigninst the admitting of toughs 
who might possibly create a disturbance. 
Tbe men were also cautioned to throw 
away tbeir heavy canes and make no re 
sistance, even if confronted wltb the bay- 
onets of deputies 


Abouu 8 o'clock the wagons containing 


the commissary department and tbo more 
Infirm members of tbe party, drew out in- 
to the road, while tbe sturdy limbed In- 
fantry drew up la line In the rear, Tben, 
with Sags Dying and drums beating, tbe 
march for Deoatur began.

Tbe criticism of sheriff Nicholson in a 


morning paper shows bow political bus

Be reports tbat be saw no excite 
ment and the people are not alarmed or 
worried. 
He reports that he visited tbe 


oamp of the miners at Nlantio and bad a 
conference with tbe leaders, wbo seem in- 
clined to obey tbe laws. He reports the 
oump very quiet and orderly, with no vio 
lent tnlk or lawlessness of any kind. 


He reports that Sheriff Nicholson of 


Maoon county bad requested 100 muskots 
and ammunition, but that tbe situation 
did not demand tbat tho request be com 
plied with and tbat It bad boeu rufusod. 


From the Daily of Saturday. 


A Republican reporter visited the oamp 


at Stevens crock on tbe Mt Pulaskl road 
nst night. 
Tbe men bad tikeu posses- 


sion of a bill In a grove of tiruher on the 
south side of the road and were taking 
iCe as easy as possible under tho circum- 
stances. Cook fires were blazing ir> every 
llrection and the fragrant odor of boiling 
ooCTee and frying bacon invited tba men 
to refreshments 
Tbo leaders, worn out 


vith iho toils of tho day, had withdrawn

asleep, so the oflicor of tbo day reported,

amp on the Fnlaski load two or three 
men belonging to the Pana ontflt strolled 
over to visit the brethren and find some 
tbli g to cat. ' They were spotted nnd or- 
dered to ont for their own place.

claim they were accorded earnest atten- 
tion and that many persons wbo paused 
to listen gave earnest attention. A num 
her of tbe camping miners are devout 
church members and wish to attend di- 
vine service in tho city tomorrow.

They desired to begin injunction proceed- 
ings against Sheriff Nicholson and have 
the law tested, nud they asked Attorney 
Fitzgerald to draw up tbo application for 
tbe injunction, which If granted, would 
allow tbe strikers to enter the olty at will. 
Tho attorney stated tho law in the nat- 
ier as he understands it, and then said he

Conference Proposition Rejected. 


Last evening "Col." B. B. Bay, the 


mediator and accredited representative of 
Guv. Tanner, nfter confoirlng with Rev. 
Archie Neil and Mr Davis, the strike 
eadors, visited tho offloo of ,ho Decatnr 
loal company for the purpose of making 


a proposition to Supt. W. C. Armstrong, 
he manager of tho two Deoatur mines 
Mr Bay was accompanied by Mayor Tay- 
or. 
Mr. Bay, by way of introduction, 


itntod thnt be bad oorue to submit a prop 
sition In the interest of the public poaoe 
and good order. He indicated that there 
was no telling what somo of the mon now 
mcamped about the oity might Oo or at- 
tempt to do, and ho felt that the best 
way out of the difficulty would be to 
agree to some peaceful mannor of reach- 
ing a settlement. The talk thus far was 
not very quieting for tbe norvos of Man 
nger Armstrong 
Ho had been lod to bo- 


llevo tbnt tbo striking miners were a 
very peaceful sot of mon, but the words 
of Mr. Bay gavo him a different Impres- 
sion, lending him to believo that cither 
Mr. Roy was correctly representing tho 
spirit and purposes of tbe strikeis'or that 
tbe governor's represontatlve was trying 
to bold him up in tho Interostof the strike 
leaders. Hut after modifying his state- 
ments to some oxtont Mr Armstrong 
gave Mr. Bay pationt and courteous hoar 
ng and tho conference went on, Mr Ray 
doing all the tnlklrg on tbo subjeot un- 
der consideration. The proposition which 
Mr. Bay submitted was that Manager 
Armstrong 
name a committee from 


among tbo men at work in tbo mines, 
said committee to go to the oamp of the 
striking miners, for a oonferenco wltb the 
visitors, It being agreed on tho part of the 
strikers that if, after the conference and 
bearing tho arguments of tbe strike lead- 
ers, the Deoatur miners should decide to 
continue at work, then the strikers would 
disperse 
and loave Docatur for their 


homes. This proposition Mr. Bay said 
hr.d his endorsement nnd he thought it 
ought to bo adopted. 
It did not take 


Manager Armstrong out a moment to 
give his decision. He said that he would 
bavo nothing to do with tho proposition. 
He had no right to dictate to the mon at 
work for the company what they should 
or should not do. The company, ho said, 
Is conducting a business and had a large 
number of men In Its employ. 
So far as 


he knew.all wero contented and desired 
to contiue a I work, and as long as tbe 
men reported for duty tbe mine would 
be kept in operation. At no time has the 
company attempted to interfere wltb tbe 
liberties of tbo men and Mr Armstrong's 
refusal to suggest or name a nommittee 
of the miners to confer with tbe strikers 
or wltb anybody else Is In harmony with 
the general conduct 
(if tbe affairs of tbo 


company since tbe mines were establish- 
ed. Failing to get the consent of Mr. 
Armstrong to the proposition which lork- 
ed so rosy and beautiful to Mr. Bay, the 
conference ended, and Manager, Arm 
strong resumed bis duties. Mr. Bay re- 
turned to tho St. Nicholas and reported 
to tbe strike leaders. 


Late in tbe evening Mr. Bay was seen 


at tbe hotel and asked as to tbe situation. 
He said tbere was nothing new to tell, 
since tbe failure to arrange for tbe com- 
mittee conference. 
He said be bad an 


appointment 
to meet tbe leaders of the 


strikers from the towns of Springfield, 
Lincoln and Pana, but he did not think 
tbere would be anything to give out. 
At 


tbe time of the chat Mr. Bay was In con- 
versation with Mr. Vaughn, tho city ed- 
itor of tbe Springfield Journal, who bad 
come over on tho evening train. Mr. 
Vanghn was getting pointers. Mr. Bay 
stated that be would make his report to 
Governor Tanner, outlining the situation 
which he said was not alarming. In tbe 
same connection be stated that It was bis 
belief that a large body of striking mln 
era would come to Decatur from tbe 
southern part of tbe Etato. On the streets 
at a late hour last nlgbt it was stated by 
a pxrty wbo tbonght he wag in touch witb 
the icorementg ot tba' striken that there 


would be 800 to 1000 striker* camped 
about Deoatur by this morning. Erf' 
dently he was mistaken. As far aa known 
there nave been no fresh arrivals except 
singly and in pairs. During the nigbt 
Mr. Bay visited all the campers and told 
them to preserve order and all consented 
to do so. 


Jayor Taylor also visited two of the 


camps during tbe evening and bad qnlet 
talks wltb the men. 
SDIBD of tbe striker* 


loved to chat and engage In argument* 
nnd they had it out witb tbo mayor, all in 
a friendly way. 
Some of tbe men want- 


ed permission to come into tbe oity to so- 
licit help at the stores nnd at tbe homes 
of tba people. The mayor refused the re- 
quest, stating tbat be could not consent 
A delegation was permitted to oome In 
with a w%on for the purchase of supplies. 
Hundreds of p?ople drove ont to "Camp 
Hesitation" during tho evening to bear 
tho singing and tbo playing of instru- 
ment, and to chat with tho campers. 
It 


is probable that tho campers will be with 
us for many days and one of the fads will 
be to go out to the camps.

Be has all tbe 
while been In close ootifereuoo with the 
Sprlntrfleld miners, who are here to induce 
the Decatur miners to quit work. Bis 
counsel elsewhere has been In that dlreo 
tlon. Be is Interested In Springfield and, 
evidently, wants Deoacur lo put Itself in 
tbe same oondition SprlngQeld Suds Itself 
In, by Its premature action. Tbo mine 
owners in Springfield encouraged 
the 


miners to Invade Deoatur to close tbe 
mines. It is remarkably strange that any 
Decacur citizen would lend himself to 
suob an object; that be would be found 
acting against tbe Inteiests of his own 
city.

The Deoatur Miners. 


From the Dally of Monday. 


Tho Indications now are tbat tbe Deoa- 


tur miners are likely to quit the mines 
through the Intlnenoo of other miners 
who have quit their work, misinformed 
citizens and "professional sympathizers" 
with labor, If the Deoatur miners aban- 
don their work they will moke a groat 
mistake, whlob they will regret later on, 
when It is too late for remedy, as wns tbe 
oase,onoo before. 
They have DO griev- 


ance. They ore satisfied with tbelr earn- 
ings. If they go out It will be purely a 
matter of sympathy. Bight here Is where 
the main question Is lost sight of. The 
strike was ordered by the miners' officials 
to euforce an equalization of mining 
rates as between the several mining dls- 
trtctj In tbo United States. In reality It 
was a question of markets. 
By a reduc- 


tion of the tariff on foreign bituminous 
coal, by tbo "professional sympathizers" 
with labor, Nova Scotia coal foi.nd a mar- 
ket In New Enlgnud, thus displacing 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia coal. 
Those districts, instead of abandoning 
their mlues, entered into an agreement 
with tho railroads tor low rates, turn- 
ed westward for n. market, tbe result be- 
ing that West Virginia coal was laid down 
In 
tho Chicago market cheaper than 


Springfield or Deoatur coal oould bo put 
Into thuc market. 


Tha "professional sympathizer" with 


labor, had told the coal minors of this dls- 
trlnt that removing tbe tariff from ooal 
would not affect tbe western miner; that 
no Nova Scotia or foreign coal would ever 
roach Che western market, They did not 
tell him, however, that the eastern con), 
being displaced, would come Into compe- 
tition with tbelr product. The "profes- 
sional sympathizer" deceived tbe western 
miners to get him to vote against bis own 
Interests. It Is this condition of things, 
which will be corrected In time by tbe new 
tariff which raises- the tariff on foreign 
ooal, that Is at tbe bottom of the present 
strike. Primarily It was not a question 
of raising wages, except In oases wbere It 
was necessary for tbe purpose of equalizing 
wages as between districts, for tbe pur- 
pose of restoring an even ebow In the 
fight for markets. 


When the strike was ordered, part of the 


program was to produce a coal famine, 
and, If necessary, to oausn a suspension of 
all railroad traffic, stop every mill, every 
electric light plant, all machinery, includ- 
ing steam threshers, whereby the farmer 
threshed bis crop ot wheat and oats, and 
create a ouiuplote Industrial paralysis to 
force a readjustment of tbe scale for min- 
ing so as to equalize it as to districts.
